Commodities whatſoever, of the Growth, Production, or Manufa- 
cure of France) Which War Their Majeſties Have lately Declared, Now Their Maje⸗ 
ſties finding it erpedient to alter the ſaid Proclamation, and to the Intent to render 
Their Royal Purpoſes moze duly and effectually Pzacticable, Have thought fit by and 
with the Advice of Their P21vy Council, to D'\charge the laid Pꝛoclamation; and by 
the lame Advice, do hereby Publiſh and Declare, and ſtraitly Charge and Command, 
That no Gods, Merchandizes, oz Commodities whatſocver of the Gꝛowth, Product, 
o2 Manufacture of France, oz of the Dominions of the French King, ſhall at any time af- 
ter the Five and twentieth day of this inſtant May, be bzought oz Impoꝛted into any of 
Their Majeſties Realms oz Dominions, 02 any Pozt 02 Creek of the ſame; Oꝛ if ſo 
bought o2 Impoꝛted, ſhall not be Retailed, Uttered, Bartered oz Sold by any Per⸗ 
ſon 02 Perſons Whatſoever, upon pain of Confiſcation and Foxfeiture thereof to Their 
Majeſties Ale; Of which Confiſcation and Fozfeitures, Their Majeſties are pleaſed 
the Jnfo2mer (hall have one Moiety ; And hereof Their Majeſties Pleaſure is, That 
all Perſons whom it may Concern, do take Notice at their Peril ; And to that End, 
do ſtraitly Charge and Command as Well all and every the Officers of the Admiral⸗ 
ty, as alſo all and ſingular Cuſtomers, Comptrollozs, Searchers, Watters, and 
other Officers, and all other Their Loving Subjects, that they and every of them reſpe- 
ctively take ſpecial Care, that this Their Royal Pleaſure and Command be put in due

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Given at Our Court at Hampton-Court the Eighteenth day of May, 1689. In the Firſt 
Year of Our Reign.
